In the summary the Library will be designed for a new specialist department building for the University of Orvieto's 
department of Etruscology and Archaeology. The library is to be used to store precious religious texts and manu- 
scripts and as storage for a small amount of modern volumes relating to this field of research. The library will be 
a non lending library only allowing students of the university and members of the public with special permissions 
access to use the libraries recourses for the study and research of historical texts and relating archaeological 
findings. The library will also be used as an exhibition and seminar space on various occasions for University and 
local use. 

User Requirements 

The library design will have to enhouse a variation of rooms that are typical to library desgin including 
spaces for public and private study as well as space for seminars and lectures. The defining feature of 
this library design will be an archive space for the storage of rare books and manuscripts in a closed and 
controlled environment. 

Project Scope and Requirements 

Orvieto as a town is relatively small and as the library is not open to the public without permission the 
general scale of spaces for study and private study areas will be small compared to the volume of books 
stored. It is not necessary for there to be large amounts of staff in the library as it will only be frequented 
by users with granted access. From time to time there may be non-library related activities taking place 
and as such an exhibition space and seminar space is required to accommodate things such as art 
exhibitions, recitals and lectures. 

Services To be Accommodated 

The library needs a variety of spaces and services to fufill its specific function as an archive library. These 
spaces will include; 

Conceled Area for Storage of Rare Books and Manuscript 

Working Area for group study 

Private reading spaces/rooms 

Lobby and/or reception area to inform and control the usage of the library 
Conference Rooms/ seminar space. 
Reference Space 
Access (lifts, WC etc..) 

Pattern of Use 

The primary times which the library will be used is through out the day with majority of the users being 
students the library should be accessed during hours of study. Most likely presentations and seminars will 
take place in the evening so there will be large groups of people circulating the building later in the evening, 
although the majority of the time there access will be restricted. 



Concept 




This fine liner drawing is a mapping showing how although tonally the rooftops don't really differ, there is a 
directional difference in the rooftops through the grain and direction of the tiles. Taking a simplified view of 
the angularity of the roof plans utilizing triangles making and increases in chaotic overlaps and dramatic void 
spaces. The expression of the linear aspect of the tiling is shown in the central aspects of the triangles mean- 
ing to show the relationship with organized linear aspect of the roof tiles contrasting with the chaotic arrange- 
ment of the roofs themselves. 



The majority of Orvieto's land mass is made up of buildings. Factoring 
in the variety of building heights as well as the undulating nature of the geography of 
the city there is whole new level of the city which takes place on the roof tops of the 
buildings. Though there is a different hierarchy of the buildings in Orvieto at ground 
level all the rooftops are made from the same terracotta styles. As the roof tops 
are all the same architectural style it is possible to say they act as a blanket to 
what takes place underneath these multiple levels hiding the building usage. 
The idea of taking away what is underneath and only showing what is on the 
upper level, the roof tops, is what inspired this montage of rooftops in dif- 
ferent mediums helping show the chaotic and almost random arrange- 
ment of the roofs.. I felt it is important to note how there is a noticeable 
difference in levels even in this chaos.
